8. INDOCHINA 

WP'S SIMONS NOTES GRUNK RESIGNATION THAT CLEARS WAY 
FOR ESTABLISHMENT CAMBODIA COMMUNIST-STYLE GOVT. SAYS 
19-MAN ADMINISTRATION WAS FIGUREHEAD, REAL POWER HELD 
BY KR LEADERS. QUOTES OBSERVERS THAT KR NOW SUFFICIENTLY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONFIDENT OF GRASP ON COUNTRY TO ELIMINATE VESTIGES 
ROYAL PATERNALISM; SHAPE NEW GOVT OBSCURE. REPORTS 
SPECULATION ON WHETHER SIHANOUK, WIFE WILL GO INTO EXILE; 
BUT OBSERVER THINKS UNLIKELY KR WOULD LIKE PRINCE

PREDICTED; SAYS HE APPEARS CERTAIN BE PM. REVIEWS 
POSSIBLE EFFECT US PULLOUT THAT AMEMBASSY NOW CONSIDERS 
DEAD ISSUE. 

10. AUSTRALIA 

WILLIS (CSM), AFTER INTERVIEW PM, SAYS RELIABILITY US 
AS ALLY UNDER SERIOUS QUESTION IN AUSTRALIA. STATES 

AUSSIES HAVE DEEP MISGIVINGS OVER CONGRESSIONAL DEMS' 
OPPOSITION AIDING NONCOMMUNIST ORCES IN ANGOLA; 
CONCERNED, WITH NZ, OVER GROWING USSR NAVAL STRENGTH 
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INDIAN OCEAN. NOTES FRASER WORRIED OVER WH-CONGRESS 
SPLIT, BUT CAN SEE NO ALTERNATIVE FOR AUSTRALIA BUT 
CONTINUE RELY US 7TH FLEET. QUOTES PM'S SUPPORT FOR 
USN BASE DIEGO GARCIA TO AVOID SITUATION WHERE ANY 
POWER COULD INTERDICT OIL SUPPLIES TO JAPAN, AUSTRALIA. 

WILLIS CONCLUDES OVERALL US-AUSSIE TIES GOOD. BUT 
CANBERRA'S MISGIVINGS ON ABOVE POINTS REMAIN. 

11. PHILIPPINES/ROK 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WSTAR (4/7) HAS NO IDEA WHAT PROMPTED AMEMBASSY MANILA 
DENY MACAPAGAL ASYLUM. OFFICIAL EXPLANATION - DID NOT 
APPEAR HIS LIFE IN DANGER - 'MAKES LITTLE SENSE.' 

SINCE PUBLISHED BOOK BLASTING MARCOS, MACAPAGAL 
SEEMS 'PRIME CANDIDATE" FOR EARLY ARREST, LONG PERIOD 
UNPLEASANT DETENTION. MAY NOT HAVE BEEN BEST PRES PHILS 
EVER HAD, BUT BY STANDARDS OF SUCCESSOR WAS ’MODEL 
OF DEMOCRATIC PURITY." VACATED PRES PALACE WITH GOOD 
GRACE’ WHEN LOST TO MARCOS. NOT CLEAR WHETHER MACAPAGAL S 
OUTBURST, AFTER MONTHS' DISCREET SILENCE, PORTENDS 
GROWING RESISTANCE TO ARBITRARY RULE, BUT DECLARES 
HIGH TIME USG "STOP CATERING TO TINHORN DICTATORSHIPS" 

IN PHILIPPINES/ROK, WHICH FAR GREATER DANGER TO THEIR 
PEOPLE THAN COMMUNIST MENACE THEY INVOKE TO JUSTIFY 
OWN EXISTENCE. SUGGESTS OPPOSITION TO THEM SHOULD BE 
ENCOURAGED BY ALL LEGITIMATE MEANS. 

12. CHINA 

SUN SAYS OUTCOME PEKING LEADERSHIP CHANGES APPEARS YET 
ANOTHER COMPROMISE. KEEPING HIERARCHY PATCHED TOGETHER 
PENDING INEVITABLE TRANSITION TO POST-MAO ERA. NOTES 
TENG PUBLICLY SACRIFICED - LIKE LIU/LIN, VICTIM TO 
'IMPOSSIBLE JOB 1 OF HEIR- APPARENT TO LIVING LEGEND; 

BUT AT SAME TIME, LI HSIEN-NIEN IS SHOWN OFF IN GOOD 
POLITICAL HEALTH. SEES GESTURE TO PRAGMATISM IMPLICIT 
IN TIMING OF LI S E7ERGENCE TO WELCOME LAOTIAN DELEGATION. 
SAYS NEED FOR SUCH GESTURE SUGGESTS MODERATES NOT 
YET SPENT - AS DOES FACT MORE THAN 13 HOURS PASSED 
FROM TIME TIENANMEN DISORDER STARTED. IN FULL VIEW 
FOREIGNERS, TO TIME AUTHORITIES SENT FORCES TO CLEAR 
SQUARE. CONCLUDES THAT LEADERSHIP OVER WHICH HUA 
PRESIDES SEEMS STILL TRANSITIONAL COMPROMISE, IN 
WHICH HE IS USEFUL NOT ONLY FOR OWN HIGHLY-REGARDED 
ADMINISTRATIVE SKILLS, BUT ALSO FOR LACK TOP-LEVEL 

ENEMIES AMONG MAJOR FACTIONS. 

CSM THINKS LIKELY THAT PRC'S STRIPPING TENG OF POWER 
MAY BE ONLY FORMAL ADMISSION OF PRIVATE ACTION THAT 
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TOOK PLACE WEEKS/MONTHS AGO. SEES HUA AS COMPROMISE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CHOICE, ACCEPTABLE TO RADICALS, BUT OBVIOUSLY NOT TO 
MODERATES, WHO WANTED TENG. SAYS QUESTION NOW IS 
WHETHER MODERATE-PRAGMATISTS WILL ACCEPT THEIR REBUKE 
WITHOUT FURTHER VIOLENCE, AND FOR HOW LONG. 

GLOBE CONCLUDES IT IS EASY OVERINTERPRET SOMETHING 
LIKE PRC LEADERSHIP CHANGE. POSSIBLE MONDAY'S RIOTING 
ANTICIPATES WHAT WILL HAPPEN WHEN MAO DIES, BUT AT 
THIS POINT NO REASON BELIEVE PRC STABILITY SERIOUSLY 
THREATENED. 

NYT SUGGESTS THAT IF PRO-TENG FACTION COULD MOUNT 
MONDAY S MAJOR DEMONSTRATION AFTER MANY WEEKS CEASELESS, 
VEILED, ANTI-TENG DENUNCIATION IN ALL CHINESE MEDIA, 

THEN MAY BE SUSPECTED THIS FACTION TOO STRONG TO TAKE 
DEFEAT SUPINELY —DECISION TO DEPOSE TENG, ELEVATE 
HUA, COULD POSSIBLY SIGNAL BEGINNING ANOTHER LONG 
INTERNAL TUG-OF-WAR. ALSO POSSIBLE THAT HUA SUPPORTERS 
DELIBERATELY ARRANGED DEMONSTRATION TO INDUCE MAO 
RESOLVE ISSUE AS THEY WANTED IT SETTLED. BY MAKING 
HUA PREMIER. MAO VIRTUALLY INVITES HIM DISPOSE OF TENG 
BEFORE LATTER CAN GATHER FORCES; EVEN SO, HINT OF 
MAO'S RELUCTANCE GIVE HUA ALL HE WANTED IS SUGGESTED 
BY DECISION LET TENG STAY CCP MEMBER, NOT CAST HIM 
UTTERLY INTO IGNOMINIOUS DISGRACE. MEANWHILE, MONDAY 
DISTURBANCES RAISE NEW QUESTIONS ABOUT PRC STABILITY/ 
FUTURE, GIVING COMFORT TO COUNTRY'S ENEMIES, POSING NEW 
DOUBTS/WORRIES FOR PEKING FRIENDS IN US, THROUGHOUT 
WORLD. 

WSJ’S KEATLEY CONCLUDES THERE REMAINS ABOUT AS MUCH 
CONFUSION AS EVER ABOUT WHO'S REALLY IN CHARGE IN 
PRC AND WHAT CHANGES WILL MEAN FOR COUNTRY'S FOREIGN/ 
DOMESTIC POLICIES - THOUGH LITTLE EVIDENCE HUA-FOR-TENG 
SWAP WILL BRING RADICAL CHANGES. SAYS SO FAR, PRC 
RELATIONSHIP TO US NOT INVOLVED, THOUGH COULD BE LATER. 

HOW 4 VACANT POLITBURO VACANCIES FILLED WILL TELL MUCH 
ABOUT NATURE CHINESE LEADERSHIP OVER NEXT FEW YEARS. 

WP'S GREENWAY (HK) SUGGESTS THAT EVEN MORE IMPORTANT 
THAN HUA S BEING NAMED PREMIER IS HIS ELEVATION TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CCP FIRST VICE CHAIRMAN, REPLACING WANG HUNG- WEN. SAYS 
MOVE BEING INTERPRETED IN HK AS CO;PROMISE - RADICALS 

SUCCESSFUL IN BLOCKING TENG, BUT HAVE NOT SUCCEEDED 
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IN PROMOTING ONE OF THEIR OWN. MAINTAINS WEDNESDAY 
CHANGES DO NOT RESOLVE LEADERSHIP CRISIS. SINCE STILL 
UNKNOWN WHO REPLACES TENG AS PLA CHIEF OF STAFF. SINCE 
HUA IN NEITHER RADICAL OR MODERATE CAMP, PRESENT 
POLITICAL INSTABILITY MAY BREAK OUT AGAIN AS FACTIONS 
JOCKEY FOR POSITION. 

NYT'S LELYVELD SAYS ANALYSTS US/HK AGREE HUA ELEVATION 
REPRESENTS ATTEMPTED COMPROMISE, RATHER THAN CLEAR-CUT 
RADICAL VICTORY. SEES FURTHER EVIDENCE OF COMPROMISE

HUA NOT KEEN TO FOLLOW POLICY OF PARTY RADICALS. 

FOR EXAMPLE, HUNAN CCP ORGANIZATION HAS ADOPTED 
DISTINCTLY LUKEWARM ATTITUDE TOWARD CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
"CAPITALIST ROADERS,' AND HAS NOT HELD SPECIAL MEETINGS 
TO CRITICIZE TENG, OTHER RIGHTISTS; ALSO, JANUARY 
’75 CHOICE OF HUA AS DEPUTY PM/PUBLIC SECURITY 
MINISTER WAS MADE BY NPC DOMINATED BY PARTY MODERATES. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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NYT’S CARTER DECLARES RADICALS WON SKIRMISH WITH HUA 
REPLACING TENG, BUT WAS COSTLY VICTORY, POINTING 
TOWARD THEIR DEFEAT IN BIGGER STRUGGLE WITH MODERATES 
OVER WHO WILL RUN COUNTRY AFTER MAO’S DEATH. SAYS 
EVIDENT FROM FACT TENG KEPT CCP MEMBERSHIP THAT HIS 
DISGRACE NOT ALL THAT GREAT," AND NOTES SOME WASHINGTON 
SUSPICION THAT RADICALS INCITED MONDAY'S RIOTING TO 
DISCREDIT TENG. 

SUN'S WU, IN HK, NOTES RADIO PEKING REPEATED BROADCAST

TENG, NAMING HUA PREMIER. TEXTS ALSO RELEASED BY 
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NCNA. SAYS MONDAY RIOTS NOW CALLED 'COUNTER 
REVOLUTIONARY INCIDENT,' INCITED BY TENG FOLLOWERS AGAINST 
MAO HIMSELF, WHICH PRC RADIO LIKENED TO 1956 HUNGARIAN 
REVOLT. OBSERVES TENG DISMISSAL ENDED ONE PHASE OF 
CURRENT POWER STRUGGLE, WITH UPHOLDERS OF GPCR 
EMERGING AS WINNERS. IF LEADERSHIP HAD BEEN DIVIDED, 

AS REPORTEDLY SOUGHT BY TENG, BELIEVES MONDAY 
DISTRUBANCES HELPED PATCH UP RIFT, ENABLE LEADERSHIP 
ACHIEVE CONSENSUS, AT LEAST FOR TIME BEING. 

AFP'S BIANNIC, IN PEKING, CITES OBSERVERS WHO VIEW 
HUA APPOINTMENT AS COMPROMISE BETWEEN RADICALS/ 
CONSERVATIVES AMONG LEADERSHIP, REPLACING MAN OF 
CENTER, CHOU, WITH CENTRIST, HUA. BUT CAUTIONS THAT 
HUA, EVEN THOUGH BELIEVED HAVE PERSONAL LINKS WITH 
MAO, MUST NOT NECESSARILY BE REGARDED AS SUCCESSOR 
DESIGNATE, ANY MORE THAN CHOU BEFORE HIM (GLOBE). 

TRUDEAU ("DOONESBURY") PORTRAYS AMB DUKE ON PHONE TO 
DOS DISCUSSING WHAT MIGHT BE DONE ABOUT PRESENCE 
CUBANS ON SOVET SIDE PRC BORDER. DUKE MENTIONS 
OPTIONS: INVADE CUBA, IMPOSE BLOCKADE, CALL IN
